2. At about 0400 on 7 August , tanks, artillej^, AT rock^i^ launchers and 

SP ,guns were being assembled in the Brom^erg-'Zechow-Schwanovr^Zuehlen area. 

Some 40 T-.34> T 34/^5, T-54 and JS-3 tanks, 4 JSU-1S2 guns, 8 rocket la^onchers 

and a large number of two and three-axle arniored personnel carriers were 

observed.
